Steinman added the monies are also used for indigent parties in abuse/neglect cases.

Kerry Eagan, Chief Administrative Officer, explained that the County Board is required,
by statute, to set the salaries for the Election Commissioner and Chief Deputy Election
Commissioner 60 days prior to the commencement of the term.

Diane Staab, Deputy County Attorney, stated that there is also @ minimum amount
which the Election Commissioner can be paid. She noted that the Election
Commissioner in Lancaster County is also assigned Jury Commission duties which is
noted in the resolution.
